Serion.sly, thcro i.s no U'o 
in telling our cotemporory that 
Australia " occupies an iaolatod 
position on tho fuco of tho map," 
and that, notwithsbundisg her 
natural resources do not ezcood our 
own) she has grown to be groat 
and prosperous. Thoro is not the

t Ireland, .'fib close to Eogland that 
she is beneath hor very oyo, is in a 
Btaio of unhappinoss, di:jcontoDt apd 
misery, for ho contouds that " bad Gov- 
crnmcnL" caauot ruin a country.

a change, and by resorting to a species 
of fraud and misroproaontatioa they 
oontrivod to send a *' Dologatc" to 
England, who bob"nobhod with tho 
Duke of Newcastle and induced him 
to separate tho then practically united 
colonioa of British Columbia and 
7anooaTor Island. Sir. James Doug- 
las retired jrom offipe, .and t.wo new 
Govornorfl with extravagant ideas of 
the weaitli of itlie ooantry,,were sept 
to Buboeed him. Soarcely bad tho 
soand. pC . the . guns tbat;^ boomed 
forth a welcome to the now rulers 
died away, beforo the eyes oi tho 
Colonists wero opened to tbo 
folly of which they bad been 
guilty. Proviona to separation bank.. 
ruptoies wero scarcely hoard of; bo 
diagraceful a scandal as a " skedaddlo" 
was unknown, and Colonial credit 
stood high at homo and in Culiforuia. 
Separation changed all 'this. Decay 
commenced almost with tho inaugur- 
ation of the new Govern luoats. Com . 
morcial distress stared all in tho face, 
and there arose a clamor i'or Union 
again. Tbo politicians uga'ii went to 
work. Petitions and roaolutioiis with- 
out number wore sent to tho Colonial 
Oilico, ar.d after the laj)ao of a ycar>. 
aiid^a-half the Coloiiioi were again 
united. Vanouuvor Inland was an- 
nexed to hor biator Colony — eurron- 
doring, for tho luxury of a dohu of 
§1,200,000 and expenses of Govern" 
meat footing up to STOO,000 \y.:v an- 
num, Bopreauntativo Government and 
tho capital, "Isolation" and negluot 
of England may havo retarded our 
growth; but thoy did not drive people 
away alter they got here. Upon the 
shoulders of bad Government and 
Legislation mast forovor rest tho 
odium of depopulating tho country 
and beggariug many ot its people, and 
both of these inflictions were broaght 
upon us by the very oiasB — and somo 
of the very men— who to day are 
begging for Annexation to tho 
United States, when, did they pauto 
a moment for reflection, thoy would bo 
well awaro it is nob attaieablo, for a» 
wo havo previously shown in these col- 
umns, oven woro England to consent 
to our ccFsion, Canada would object, 
because thoadditioa of British Colum- 
bia to tho Conledoracy is essential to 
tho prosperity and perpetuation of tho 
Now Nation. No country can pros- 
per except it bo bleeaod with good 
government. Spain luruiahea un ex- 
ample in point and liomo another. 
Mexico, with Kplondid "natural com- 
morcial facilities for making wea'th," 
is kept in a chronio state oi unrest and 
anarchy through tho villany of iis 
rulers. And tho impoverishod con- 
dition in which the Ibaliaas found 
Vonotia, after many years of Austrian 
raisialo, is said to almost stagger be- 
lief. Wo have a noblo ooun try, with 
splendid natural resouross, hut wa 
could not be governed worso than we 
aro woro wo a Colony of Hottentots, 
instead of a community of enltght. 
oned Britons. To get rid of this in 
cubuB sbould be tho aim oi every 
colonist who has tbe interest of tho 
country at heart, and to oUjct that 
end wa should unite upon a policy that 
will insure success. Annexation ia 
out cf the qacsiion — it cannot bs had. 
But Confederation with tho Eailoin 
Provinces is within our grasp, and it 
Only requires determined and united 
action on our part to spoodily ell'oot it.

/I'hia arose; from his knowledge of tho 
posBible effects of maehioery ; but however 
it mitrht ustonisha Grerk of his day, it. would 
now be admitted to bo as iheoteticully possi- 
ble as it ia practically impOFBil)le. Arobi- 
tnedes would liave required to move with 
tho velocity ol a cannon-ball for millioua of 
ages to alter tho pojition of the earth by tho 
■mallest part of an inch. Io ma bemaiical 
truth, however, tha feat is poiforined by every 
man who leaps from tho grouad, for ho kicks 
the world away when be rises and attracts it 
again when he fulla back. 

Ozinam buo taken tbo trouble to calculate 
tbo time which would bo required to tnnvo 
tlio ourib one inch ; ho makes it 3,053,745,- 
17G 803 ccLiuries. 

Under the superinteDdoneo of Archimedes 
was also built the renowned galley for llit'n). 
It was const ucicd to half its height by 300 
workmen aod their servants, in six months, 
lliero llion directed that the ves.sel ehould 
bo perfected nffoat, but bow to gel tbo va-t 
pile into tbo wulcr tlie builders knew not, till 
Archiinedi.'s invented bis engine called tbe 
Iloli.'r, by which with tho as^isiuncu of u 
very few hands, ho drew the ehipiuto tlio 
Kca, where it was completed in six months 
fbesbip consumod wood enough to builcJ 60 
larjio j;alley;i : it had 2() tiers of bars, und 3 
deeks ; the middle dt'ok had on eest'li cido 15 
diniiif; r.parimoiuo, bciidea other eba;:.bers, 
lu.'curiou.tly lurniihed, nud Ibiors paved v.ith 
mosaicj ol the story of tlio Iliads. On the 
upper deck were garr'eos, with arbors of 
ivy and vines ; and hero was a temple of 
Vi nes paved with agates, 'and roofed with 
Cyprus wudd : it was richly adi rned wlib 
piciurea and Blnlm;3 und lnnii;diid witlj 
iiouehes and ilriiikii'g vcsi^l'Is. Adjoinin>; 
wart nil apariiiifilt ol tiuA wood, \villi u clock 
in ihu ci ilinpr, in imiialiiui uf li.e gre;'.t dini ol 
Jiyr.icuao aud lieru was a hu^c buth .iel wiib 
Keiiiii called Tauromeniloa. There was nUo 
on cacti hido ol this deck, cabins (or tbe 
marine soMierH, and 20 stablc-i lu^ horses ; in 
the forecasile nas a If. «li-watur cistern, 
whieli held 'iWi bof^Hhca hi, and near it wan a 
large tank ol ^e,l-waler, in v.hicli fish wure 
kept. From tho shiji'd ciJoB piojrelcd ovims, 
kilehcDs, mille^aad other illii'i,,s, huill upon 
beaniH, each yupporled l)y a carved iiiu^c 9 
leet biglu

ul^o plueiil the maeidrie invi'r:iud by Arebi-
